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The  area  of  the  Normcnton  Urban  District  is  5,061  acres,  end  the 
estimated  population  for  the  year  in  question  was  18,280,  .The  number  of  houses  in 
the  area  was  6,155  which  gives  a  factor  of  3.5  persons  per  house.  The  rateable  value 
for  the  period  in  question  v;as  £71,858  7/hich  gave  the  value  of  a  penny  rate  as 
£270. 8. 9d. 

Norman ton  is  a  coal  mining  district  and  the  larger  proportion  of  the 
male  workers  find  employment  in  this  inaustry,  v/hile  lesser  numbers  ^  re  employed  on 
the  Railway  since  Normanton  is  a  considerable  Railway  centre.  The  Textile  •  nd 
«  Tailoring  Factories  in  Leeds,  Wakefield  and  other  towns  employ  large  numbers  of  the 
femaJe  workers  and  la.rge  numbers  of  both  sexes  are  enga-ged  in  the  production  of 
,  munitions  outside  the  area.  07.'ing  to  War  conditions,  the  essentiaJ.  Services  have 
j  remained' a.s  in  1939.

There  rre  17  ferras  in  the  area,  all  the  farmers  being  registered 
as  Cow-Keepers.  Tvra  of  the  farmers  do  not  produce  milk  except  for  their  ohm  use, 
seven  ere  wholesale  producers,  and  eight  retail  the  milk  they  produce.  Tr/o  of  the 
farms  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  production  of  "Accredited"  Milk. 

All  dairy  herds  are  inspected  periodically  by  Inspectors . of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  &  Fisheries  (ijiimal  He;  1th  dectionj,  who  administer  pert  4  of 

the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926  cnc  the  T.B. Order,  1925. 

There  are,  on  the  register,  25  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  area, 

three  of  these  being  licensed  un'- er  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936  to 

use  the  aesigna tion  "Pasteurised"  in  relation  to  milk  retailed  by  them.
